INTRODUCTION. 

The REVIEW for September, 1894, is based on reports.from 
3,476 stations occupied by regular and voluntary observers. 
Theae reports are classified as follows: 149 reports from 
Weather Bureau stat.ions; 41 reports from U. 5. Army post 
Burgeons; 2,506 monthly reports from State Weather Ser- 
vice and voluntary observers; 32 reports from Canadian 
stations ; 223 reports through the Southern Pacific Railway 
Company; 476 marine reports through the co-operation of 
the Hydrographic Office, Navy Department, and “New York 
Herald Weather Service;” .monthly reports from 40 U. S. 

Life-Saving stations ; 8 reports from navigators on the Qrectt 
Lakes ; monthly repork from local services established in all 
States and Territories ; and international simultaneoua obaer- 
vations. Trustworthy newspaper extracts and special reporta 
have also been used. 

The WEATHER REVIEW for this mohth has been prepazed 
under the general editorial supervision of Prof. Cleveland 
Abbe. Unless otherwise specifically noted, the text is written 
by the editor, but the statistical tables are furnished by the 
Division of Records and Meteorological Data, in charge of 
Mr. A. J. Henry, acting chief of that division.
